PROBIEM OF SERVANTS. 




If the family has been at a hotel 
summer, a return to the town home 
means an instant search for servants. 
Until they are procured no steps csn be 
taken, either towtrd righting the heuse 
or toward running it. 

The supply seems to equal the demand 
in numbers, if not in ability, and 
largely a matter of luck whether prizes 
are drawn or net. 

There is so much to complain uf on this 
score that housekeepers are eftcn stulti- 
fied into silence and accept with compo- 
sure uncomfortable conditions lest worst 
ones take their place 

As a rula, the complaisant placeuse. 
who stands as the gate between the ad 
vancing armies of employers aa'd em 
ployea, calmly announces to the 
that wages are higher this year, and there 
is nothing to do but submit. 

This annual rise has exasperated i 
women into discovering its reason, 
lies no further away than the demands of 
the keeper of the intelligence office, who 
obtains a higher fee from both Mistress 
.and Maid in proportion to the wages given 
Thus, a servant receiving $16 gives an 
, extra bonus to the office ; and an employer 
engaging a servant at high wages pays 
the office more for the privilege 

The annual autumnal increase in wa 
gas. with no perceptible improvement 
tho quality of the labor bought, has at 
last stimulated women to work out their 
own salvation in the matter. 

Training schools for servants are be 
coming common all through the country, 
and ase under the management of philan 
thropie woman glad to indorse and ad- 
vance a oausa of such evident benefit 
-two large classes of individuals, house- 
keepers and house helpers , 

On the whole, however, housekeepers 
sua willing to put good things into bauds 
that have been proven competent, and, 
wilt) the improved training evincing its 
delightful results in the cuisine, will come 
the readiness on the part of the Mistress 
to famish hex maid with proper appli- 
ances.

was fought between a posse of police- 
men and a aquad of Negroes, in 
which nine people, six colored and 
three white*, were shot, threo Ne- 
groes being fatally wounded. The real 
mac of the trouble can hardly be as- 
certained. The trains from Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati had just arrived, 
bringing the news of the election, and 
the Nejfroea, excited over the victory, 
were noisy. The Negroes say that it 
was for this reason the police fired upon 
them. The police, however, were trying- 
to arrest a colored boy for snatch- 
ing- a bundle of newspapers from a 
newspaper boy's hands and trampling 
them in the mud, and they say the riot 
brought on by the resistance of 
other Neg-roea, who were interfering 
with th* officers. The chief of police 
had been repulsed by the Negroes, and 
'turning' to the city summoned six 

The Negroea had been re-enforced, 
and when the police posse appeared on 
the seen* the fight began.
